In order to satisfy the requirement under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(3) for a concise 
explanation of the relevance of each Item of Infomiation, applicant herewith 
submits a copy of the International Search Report. In addition, applicant notes with 
respect to any information that is not in English language as follows: 

Offenlegungsschrlft DE 1 588 986 describes a holding apparatus for 
securing windings in dynamo- electric machines. Stator end windings 4, 5 and 
their Interconnecting leads and temiinal 8 are secured by an insulating holder 9 
having fingers 10 which press the interconnections against the end-turns. The 
holder may be removed after winding or remain pennanently. The windings are 
separated by insulation 3 and are resin-impregnated. 

Offenlegungsschrlft DE 23 52 946 describes a stator for induction motors 
having end windings of an excitation winding on opposite ends of the laminated 
stator core. Each end winding is closely surrounded by a basket-like form part 
made of an Insulating lattice frame. Pockets (7) are provWed in ttie lattice frame for 
receiving connectton temiinals (8) of the winding wires (9). 

The above-identified application discloses and claims an inventton 
patentable over this prior art. Entry of the references above set forth into the file of 
the above application Is believed to be in order and is respectfully requested.
